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Kurelek ranges from nostalgia to horror

the pain it conveys is immense. 
it hangs alone on a little piece of 
wall between the window and a 
corner in the current William Kurelek 
retrospective at the Galerie Woltjen. 
Irs about 14 inches wide and 10 
inches deep, and it depicts a boy, 
just big enough to see over the top 
of the wood stove, grasping a kitten 
that squirms and claws the air as it is 
thrown onto the red-hot surface. 
This is not the idyllic picture of

Later, I chat with a couple from St. 
Albert who have admired Kurelek's 
work for years. “What do you think 
of those prices?” I ask. “They're 
cheap,” he responds. My look re- 
veals my response and he clarifies 
his statement. “Not those ones over 
there, maybe, but the small ones are 
reasonable.” We amble our separate 
ways, and the next time I see them 
they are completing the purchase of

Kurelek recalled his father saying 
one night before he went.to sleep.

After a year, Kurelek left the art 
college and travelled to Mexico and 
then to England in search of people 
who could teach him art. 

The biography released by Gale- 
rie Woltjen describes Kurelek’s 
personal crisis. “His early brutaliza- 
tion by his father, who had been 
completely unsympathetic to his 
son's sensitivities, his resultant feel- 
ings of social inadequacy and 
alienation, and his inability to re- 
solve his numerous psychological 
problems culminated in his seeking 
psychiatric help in England in June 
1952. Through his treatments during 
his periods of hospitalization, and 
through his conversion and entry 
into the Roman Catholic Church, he 
found a new direction for his life.” 

He returned to Canada in the 
summer of 1959 and obtained a job 
as a framer at the Isaacs Gallery in 
Toronto, and had his first exhibition 
there in 1970.

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Painting a profitable picture 


Downtown galleries strike a balance between art and marketing

‘made my way through down 
| town Edmonton's interconnect- 
ing spaces on a Christmas shopping 
season Saturday to report on its 
emergent art scene. By the end of 
that particular day, I was as sprung 
forattack as one of the cobra-backed 
high wire stands in the Hothouse 
furnishing shop near my starting 
point. On subsequent visits, this 
Scrooge found herself on an illumi- 
nating run through the amorphous 
corridors of The Works Past and 
Present. The retail hub of City Cen- 
tre, Manulife Place West and The 
Hudson’s Bay Centre has various 
open gallery and retail spaces to 
lodge all manner of original hanging 
artworks, which seem to be the 
display constant. The City Centre 
Galleria accomodates double artist 
entries of a serial nature on a similar 


theme, such as “The Good Earth.” © 


The shifts in landscape vibrate to 
life through bold workings in oil 
and acrylic on board, birch and 
canvas. A more retail-centred gal- 
lery, like First Impressions on the 
second level of Manulife Place West, 
tries to maintain a tender balance 
between the worlds of art and mar- 
keting, trying to furnish both with a 
diversity of artworks at reasonable 
prices. 

Both Clint Buehler, manager of 
First Impressions Gallery and Goeff 
Hughes, artistic director and part 
owner of Serendipity Gallery and 
Frame Shop (a specialized showing 
space off-site on 90 Avenue and 98 
Street) are conscious of maintaining 
a democratic approach to display. 
They show emerging artists along 
with the more experienced (and in 
some cases widely acclaimed) art- 
ists. This is evident in the flowing 
complement of display in First Im- 
pressions where different kinds of 
works achieve prominence. On some 
the brush strokes are as thick and 
layered as the gatherings of hay ina 
harvest palette of true autumn col- 
ors at the leaving of day, while on 
others a near life-sized mob of phan- 
tasmagorical figures are trapped ina 
murky world by a glaze. 

They also move the art around the 
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store regularly and up into the win- 
dows to promote not only the works 
but to serve the browsers which, for 
Buehler, is just as important an au- 
dience as the purchasers. 

Buehler believes that it is more 
important to display a diversity of 
original artworks and forms. This 
includes crafted, functional works 
like the raku fish forms (that can 
easily be used as serving ware) or 
sage-soaked cedar spirit boxes with 
native imagery, designed to store 
devotionary objects. 

Around the road, the Alberta Craft 
Council Presents gallery has a pleth- 
ora of craft works. Here, 
utilitarianism merges with the aes- 
thetic in conscious representation of 
a range of the workings of the five 
craft mediums — wood, fibre, glass, 
metal and clay. Council spokesman 
Chris Carson asserts that they are 
the only gallery around to do so. 
You may not be likely to find a 
certain set of wind chimes in an art 
gallery, yet they are as valid a piece 
as the more aesthetically conscious 
model across from it. It is valid for 
its preservation of a folk art form 
and for its engineered excellence: it 
strikes a perféctly-tuned middle C. 

Art is concerned with a symmetry 
in the synergistic workings of image 
and medium and is conscious of 
comment in the manner of expres- 
sion. There is humor in the 
oddly-stunted configurations of a 
polar bear sculpture displaced from 
his dukedom in the north, and who 
is none too pleased about it. Pock- 
marked and flecked, he comes across 
as having been torn from his glacial 
sedimentary bed which, along with 
his diminution, seems to be a wry 
comment on the fiddlings of science 
in the natural world. 

Realist landscape and wildlife art 
does not always get a good showing 
to enhance the integrity of individ- 
ual expression. Due to its widely 
recognizable subject matter and ac- 
cessible imagery, it often seems to 
find its way into the more commer- 
cially-driven galleries that put it in 
with mass-reproduction prints of 
similar subject matter and that turn 
stock fairly rapidly. Kerri Burnett, a 
wildlife artist showing at Serendipi- 


ty Gallery, has had some occasion to 
seriously question whether or not 
wildlife art is truly fine art. 

Artistic director Hughes has an 
obvious bias toward naturescapes 
— primarily landscape prints and 
paintings which mostly comprise the 
premiere display of the gallery (it 
opened in November) — and plans 
for them to “show big” there. He has 
a strong belief that we can connect 
to landscape: “Most Albertans are 
barely a generation removed from 
the land.” He cultivates this accessi- 
bility by showing them in an 
environment designed to enhance 
the domestic quality of the art. He 
shares Clint’s philosophy that art is 
not just a commodity, it’s a way of 
life. 

To that end, he, his wife Rena, her 
sister Lynne, her husband Dick plus 
a few more helpers, fashioned a 
turn of the century European settee- 
style salon where prints and paintings 
are stacked on the walls clustered 
by artist — 13 in all. The room is 
furnished in antiques and has a 
fireplace hearth — but not the kind 
to roast chestnuts or, should he visit, 
Saint Nick. 

Brian Stephens, whose watercol- 
ors are featured, appreciates the 
economy of display, the lighting 
and framing to enhance the integrity 
— or, as he sees it, the domestic 
quality — of the art. 

oth galleries may be fulfilling 
ee their respective niches in the 
marketplace, one more specialized 
for its distinctiveness from the fram- 
ing business, but both have a 
clear-cut restrictive policy: no mass- 
produced reproduction art prints 
whatsoever. A certain degree of 
duplication is necessary in the pro- 
duction of some prints, but Geoff 
distinguishes those by virtue of the 
process, whereby the print is made 
from.a plate that the artist has him- 
self cut and who inks each 
reproduction. Jane Ash Poitras, an 
in-demand native collage-art artist 
(there is a five year waiting period 
for commissions of her larger works) 
and wife of Clint, supervises the 
coloration of her lithographic prints 
closely. She distinguishes original 
art as a sensory experience of tex-

Geoff sees that he can provide 
service to the public in employing 
the talents of an artist like his niec 
Marlisse, who brings excellence « 
framing. She is a graduate of the 
Alberta College of Art and appren- 
tice under Vi Link, former owner of 
Serendipity, who has for years been 
recognized for his expertise in the 
field. 

The variety of gallery spaces in 
downtown Edmonton alone indi- 
cates a fertile market for good 
original artwork. As far as Jane Ash 
is concerned, there isn’t enough of it 
to fill the demand. 

Up to when he entered the gallery 
business some months ago, Geoff 
thought that marketing an artist's 
work was as simple as asking if he 
or she wanted to:hang his/her works 
on a wall. He discovered the protec- 
tiveness of artists toward their work 
and grinningly describes the negoti- 
ating process as a date: “You feel 
each other out, bit by bit. They’! 
show you a piece and if you show 
respect then they'll show you anoth-

rom listening to the testimoni- 
F:: recorded by female users 
of any voice introductory service, 
it becomes apparent that the rela- 
tively new service has become a 
saving grace for the social lives of 
many people. Traditional it’s not, 
but the seven voice introductory 
services available to Edmontonians 
are absolute proof that rapid tech- 
nology and the age-old desire to 
find a mate have united to help to 
bring people together. 

The ideal experience for a user 
of such a service is to place an ad 
describing oneself, placing the ad 
in one of the ad categories (rang- 
ing from fetishes to long-term 
relationships), listening to the oth- 
er ads and responding to them. 
Most introductory services of 
this nature are user-friendly and 
offer unique options that make 
the system easier and more pleas- 
ant to use. 

The company that operates the 
Telepersonals service, Interactive 
Media Corp., was established 
eight years ago in Toronto and 
now has their introductory ser- 
vice available in 10 North 
American cities. Here in Edmon- 
ton, Telepersonals has proven to 
be successful with an average of 
6,000 callers a day. Like the major- 
ity of the services, Telepersonals is 
offered free to women. 

Said Ken Kyle, city team leader 
in charge of Telepersonals in Edm- 
onton, “We live in a hectic world 
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and a lot of people don’t have time 
to do what is considered to be 
socially normal things. Teleperson- 
als is open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week and lets you interact 
with people that you might not get 
the chance to interact with. It’s an 
alternative to the bar scene and the 


other social situations people ju 


don’t have time for. Eventually this | 


will become the norm because of 
the convenience, the anonymity, 
the discretion, and the confidenti- 
ality that it involves.” 

The one common complaint 
amongst male users of these sys- 
tems is that they find that a lot of 
female users take advantage of their 
free privileges and use the services 
in an illegitimate manner. Creators 
of the three-month old Edmonton 
Voice Personals saw this dilemma 
and made the decision to charge 
females as well as males to ensure 
that their users were serious about 
the system. 


“One of the advantages with our | 


service is the marriage between 
print and voice,” explained Ingrid 
from Edmonton Voice Personals. 
“We give you the opportunity to 
browse through the ads in the pa- 
per and then call the service.” 
Stated Gord, also involved with 
EVP, “With our system, you don’t 
have to spend a lot of time on the 
phone and can read the ads at your 
leisure. We’ve found that it is hard- 
er to get women involved in this 
kind of thing, but if they are seri- 
ously interested in meeting people, 
they should be prepared to pay.”

Blind Melon’s Christopher Thorn isn’t saying

ho knows what was going on 

inside the mind of Blind Mel- 
On’s Shannon Hoon on Hallowe’en 
night in Vancouver? That was when 
the free-spirited singer, during the 
band’s opening set for Lenny Krav- 
itz, unabashedly shed his clothing 
and proceeded to relieve himself 
into the Pacific Coliseum audience. 
It could have been testimonial to a 
“mental recess” that he kept refer- 
ring to in the group’s media kit. Or 
there could have been some truth to 
what he said in his public apology 
afterward: “I think Rogers (Stevens, 
one of the guitarists) slipped some- 
thing in my drink.” (‘Maybe it was a 
reaction to all that Canadian beer,” one 
wag told me.) 

Whatever the motive, Christopher 
Thorn, Blind Melon's other guitarist, 
is zipping up, so to speak — heed- 
ing wise advice from his barristers, 
yet being a proverbial pain in the 
butt to this muckraker. My source of 
attribution is taking the trouble to 
plug quarters into a Ma Bell outlet 
somewhere on Toronto's Queen Street 
and he’s doing a Scotty Olson on me. 

“But you know what?” he jovially 
offers after the umpteenth dodge. 
“When we can talk about it, it'll be 
really funny and make really good 
copy. It'll make an interesting read.” 

We can hardly wait. In the mean- 
time, Blind Melon’s current Canadian 
tour includes another date in Lotus- 
land (three days after their Edmonton 
appearance Dec. 17) to perform a 
Christmas benefit for underprivileged 
children. It’s a timely, compensa- 
tional gesture, but still small comfort 
to arresting authorities, not to men- 
tion drenched Melon-ites pelted as far 
back as the third row; all of whom 
were understandably “pissed off.” 

On the other hand, the public 
indecency charges showered on 
Hoon pale in comparison to the 
alleged pedophiliac atrocities com- 
mitted by Michael Jackson. Chances 
are, at least Hoon might have a good 
laugh once the judicial muzzles be- 
come unstrapped. Considering the 
whirlwind exposure garnered by 
their first chart buster single and 
video, "No Rain,” and those hectic 
junkets in support of their epony- 
mous CD debut, it was probably a 
naive (albeit foolish) way of letting 
off steam after being crammed in a 
tour bus for over a year. Compared 


to Jacko, Hoon looks like a saint. 

Blind Melon's inaugural leap into 
naughty notoriety took place upon 
their formation in 1990 in the sunny 
Boho confines of Los Angeles, an 
ideal setting for any form of expres- 
sion, no matter how outrageous. 
The devil-may-care locale was also 
a comfort for Hoon, Stevens, Thorn, 
bassist Brad Smith and drummer 
Glen Graham, all products of more 
restrained environments scattered 
throughout the States. 

“Being from Dover, Pennsylvania, 
one of the most conservative places to 
be, I felt like a total freak,” says Thorn, 
a self-confessed misfit weaned on the 
music of Bob Dylan. “I had grown my 
hair long and that was like a big deal. 
I moved to Los Angeles, because you 
can walk down the street with diapers 
on and with your hair on fire and no 
one’s really gonna look at you. You’re 
accepted right away.” 

It didn’t take long for EMI to take 
a shine to the Melons’ youthful, 
flower child-like demeanor, a de- 
cidedly refreshing change from the 
clothes horse metal that the Strip 
was churning out. “It was discourag- 
ing for me to go out there and see all 
those glam bands trying to do what 
was happening ten years earlier,” 
recalls Thorn. “It was awful.” 

Blind Melon might be considered 
retro themselves, since “No Rain” 
comes across like a hippie hoote- 
nanny. But much of the album is a 
nitrous injection of gay abandon, per-

formed at high volume and velocity 

“The record is set up so that you can 
smoke a joint, put on headphones, 
press ‘play’ and you're there for 70 
minutes,” says Thom about the record, 
produced by Pearl Jam’s couch quar- 
terback Rick Parasher. “We just wanted 
it to flow and sound like a continuous 
piece of music that all made sense.” 

If those contraband clouds of es- 
capism, wafting from the speakers 
of America, coagulated into a logic 
all its own, the public puffed ac- 
cordingly. Once the single broke, 
Blind Melon shot up from the caba- 
ret circuit to larger forums, like the 
jammed 60,000-seat stadium they 
recently played in Mexico City. Thorn 
says that the grind was “inspiring 
and miserable at the same time,” but 
claims the group tries not to reflect 
those tensions in their material. 

“I don’t have to be a tortured artist 
to write a good song. I don’t feel the 
need to jump out in front of cars so 
I can get miserable and write songs. 
I write only by inspiration. If I’m not 
inspired, I won’t write shit for 4 
month. I wait for it to come to me.” 

That’s the game plan for the next 
CD, pending the conclusion of their 
tour and the last bang of the gavel 
over Hoon’s shenanigans. Thorn 
himself has no idea what will emerge 
on their next endeavour. “We'll just 
write the best songs we can.” 

Hopefully for them, it'll come ou!

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Interpreting color through music

or here’s a beautiful, green Volkswagen 
Bug just outside on the street there,” 
says musician Bill Damur, gesturing towards 
a frumpy-looking vehicle parked outside 
our cafe window. “I'd love to gather a 
chamber ensemble and play that piece as a 
sculptural score.” 

A bunch of musicians hunkered around a 
‘car, using its paint job as sheet music may 
sound unusual, even ludicrous to staunch 
advocates who like their tonal material dictat- 
ed to them on staff lines. But for the 40-ish 
Damur, a flute instructor at Alberta College, it 
would be a legitimate, academic exercise. 
Often referred to as synesthesia, this method 
of performing is meant to interpret a sense, 
usually visual, through music. 

“It’s an actual function of the synaptic 
process of the brain,” says Damur of the 
style, also-called color music or tone paint- 
ings. “If a human being under certain 
conditions is subjected to certain sounds, he 
will get a visual stimulus at the same time. 
Or people who get visual stimuli will expe- 
rience a sensation of a sound.” 

The local composer himself publicly emits 
those sonic vibes at least twice annually when 
he assembles a group to play their own blend 
of color music. In places like the Onyx Gallery 
and the Edmon- 
ton Art Gallery, 
Damur and Co. 
have occasion- 
ally be seen 
perched in front » 
of a canvas try-

sumeaning from the work. Usually, the impro- 
vised music turns out to be as abstract as the 
painting itself. 

Trying to understand and justify the nature 
and value of a visual piece is one thing 
(Remember the debacle over Barnett’s Voice 
of Fir@). But justifying synesthesia as another 
sensory form of interpretation would almost 
guarantee, at the very least, a raised eyebrow 
from the likes of Jesse Helms or Ken Kowalski. 
And that’s been a problem for academics ever 
since Russian pianist Alexander Scriabin un- 
veiled his fifth symphony, Prometheus, 
arguably the first bona fide color music work, 
almost 90 years ago: How do you state to the 
multitudes a convincing case for such a mar- 
riage of the senses? 

A report released eight years ago by Lola 
Cuddy, in the quarterly journal Music Perception, 
shed little light on the subject. Ina listener survey 
at Queen's University, only one-third of 24 stu- 
dents reported any semblance of synesthetic 

experience. “More importantly,” wrote Cuddy of

States. “Even if you had just a standard nota- 
tional chart, people would play it differently 
all the time. Hendrix would interpret it differ- 
ently from Chet Atkins. The word interpretation 
will always be with us.” 

An element of synesthesia that has received 
more academic acceptance has been the ther- 
apeutic effects of color on human behavior 
Claims Edward Podolsky in his book Music 
For Your Health, red is an aggressive color, 
yellow is cheery (but not as violently stimu- 
lating as red), blue is sedative and sometimes 
depressing (Sound familiar?), brown is sick- 
ening, violet is soothing, and so on. Got an 
edgy patient? Throw him in the green room 
(painted with the color reputedly “least ex- 
citing to the ego”). 

More tangible grounds were raised for the 
justification of synesthesia as early as 1912 by 
British professor A. Wallace Rimington, who, 
in his essay, Colour-music: The Art of Mobile 
Colour, wrote, “Colour and musical sounds 
are both produced by vibrations acting upon 
the nerve terminations of the eye and ear 
respectively.” Since both color and sound 
have physical properties that can be picked 
up by the senses, Rimington argued that they 
were related. 

Damur believes that social conditioning is 
another variable, although it is sometimes 
seen as an 
“easy way out” 
for music inter- 
pretation. 
Given that red 
may incite a 
destructive re- 
sponse as in 
the case of 
heavy metal and that green may symbolize 
folk music (although Damur hears “muddy, 
brown” hues in Pete Seeger’s material), com- 
mon stereotyping is almost unavoidable. 

“Because we come from a similar culture 
where we know that fire extinguishers are 
painted red, we know that it’s a danger sym- 
bol. I don’t think we can remove culture and 
environment from our understanding of color 
and art, because visual arts and acoustic arts 
are cultural to begin with. Synesthesia mani- 
fests itself in the arts at the most popular 
levels. If we're listening to popular music, 
songs and lyrics are expressly designed to 
evoke image and color.” 

Damur also adds that marketing ploys be- 
hind most videos on the tube these days fail to 
make the synaptic connection (“There’s no 
getting away from those rose-colored glass- 
es!”), and Peacock himself had to look to 
Mickey Mouse for the best commercial appli- 
cation of synesthesia. In the Disney animated 
classic Fantasia, color melded with symphon- 
ic mood, instrumentation timbre and photoism 
(smooth lines indicated graceful sounds and 
jagged lines denoted staccato executions). 
Color brightness elicited responses according 
to volume, pitch and tempo. 

With the scant documentation available, 
it’s still a mysterious concept to most profes- 
sional musicians.

Pontiac comes off the blocks for the holidays

or local musicians, the ’70s was 
fe a scene notunlike today. Coun- 
try music and Top 40 clubs were all 
the rage for party goers, while disco 
kept the polyester contingent more 
than content. So to find a niche ina 
pedantic music market was a tough 
grind for members of Pontiac, one 
of the city’s most popular bands to 
ever live by the do-it-yourself ethic. 

“We were hard-nosed little suck- 
ers,” recalled Pontiac guitarist Lionel 
Rault, chief orchestrator of the band’s 
string of reunion shows at The Grind- 
er Dec. 26 and The Sidetrack Dec. 
27-28. “We were young enough and 
full of piss and vinegar.” 

That fortitude was put to the test 
during their formative years when 
Rault, brother and bassist Ron, drum- 
mer Chris Norquist and keyboardist 
Garry Bowman, tired of the Edmon- 
ton scene, joined forces in Vancouver 
in 1974. Discouraged over the lack 
of venues, other than the strip cir- 
cuit, they trekked back to Oiltown 
that winter. Things weren’t much 
promising here, either. 

“Agencies told us that nobody 
wanted to hear us,” ruefully noted 
Rault. “They basically said, ‘What 
part of “nobody” don’t you under- 
stand?” 

Apparently all of it, as the boys 


resorted to renting 
halls, where they 
quickly developed a 
cult following of fans 
reflecting the same 
didsdain for popular 
nightlife. At shows 
usually held at the Riv- 
erdale Community 
Hall. They grooved to 
Pontiac’s affinity for 
the blues, with snip- 
pets of The Rolling 
Stones, Flying Burri- 
to Brothers and The 
Band thrown into 
their sets. However 
popular the group 
was with their subter- 
rainian throng, they 
still had to keep things 
rather clandestine. 

“We had this really 
cool scene,” said Rault. 
“There were no post- 
ers involved and what 
we did was largely illegal. Getting a 
liquor license each week in those 
days was not easy and I gave up 
eventually. I’d just hit four or five 
different vendors, buy a whole bunch 
of booze, lug it all down there, set it 
all up and hoped to hell we didn’t 
get busted.” 

That would have been the worst 
of their worries, as Rault empha- 
sized that neither fights nor damage 
ever plagued the hall gigs. By the 
late ’70s, individual pursuits beck- 
oned and save for the occasional 
get-together, Pontiac was on a 
lengthy hiatus.

For Rault, who has since worked 
frequently with various bandmates on 
separate occasions, it initially didn’t 
occur to him that the line-up he chose 
for his Yuletide shows matched the 
founding Pontiac membership. Still, 
he's curious to see if whatever audi- 
ence he gets will display the same 
element of spirituality that he encoun- 
tered within the quartet. 

“These guys are my brothers. I’ve 
lived with these people and we've 
known each other forever. We've 
gone through lots of battles with 
each other, against each other and 
against the world.” ©

f you're a local artist who lucks

What these 
same people don’t realize that when 
a film cops the Palme d’Or (The 
prize for best film at the Cannes Film 
Festival), as The Pianodid at this year’s 
fest, it has never taken the Academy 
Award in the same catagory. 

As it is, the Academy's choices 
amongst the nominees leaves quite 
a lot to be desired. Just consider the 
year the A Clockwork Orange lost to 
The French Connection, or when 
Kramer vs. Kramer beat out Apoco- 
lypse Now, and you get the gist of my 
point. 

Not that The Piano doesn’t de- 
serve such consideration. But be 
forewarned: The Piano is a film that 
has no car chases through crowded 
shopping malls, no Austrian behe- 
moths spraying three quarters of the 
cast with machine gun fire and no 
talking animals with I.Q.’s slightly 
higher than their drooling, overpaid 
human counterparts (or the average 
studio executive, for that matter). So 
a film like The Piano takes a bit of 
patience and intelligence from the 
viewer (it doesn’t take a lot). 

The story revolves around Ada 
(Holly Hunter), a woman with a 
nine-year-old daughter - Flora (Anna 
Paquin) from a previous tryst with 
an artist. Her father arranges a mar- 
riage between her and Stewart, a 
well-to-do landowner (played by 
Sam Neill) in New Zealand. Ada has

But it turns out 
anyway that what he really wants is 
sex from the repressed, willful Ada 
in exchange for the outright owner- 
ship of the piano. 

While it might be a stretch to 
label The Piano as a surrealist 
movie, watching it is like looking 
at a series of Magrette paintings. 
The absured is placed up next to 
the ethereal; the banal fused with 
the sensual. There is a scene where 
cunnilingus is juxtiposed with a 
dog licking the palm of Stewart's 
hand that is very Bunuelesque. 

Hunter's Ada is easily the best 
performance of her career. This is 
due mostly, I feel, to the fact that, 
playing a mute, her mousey voice 
doesn’t get in her way. She is very 
adept at communicating her feel- 
ings to the audience with her eyes. 
Anna Paqim earns her paycheque

Thal-ing one on 


Asian experiences result in a literary award

hen Karen Connelly was 17, 

she had the opportunity to 
explore the beauty and the cultural 
mystery of Thailand.. During her 
one year stay in the southeast Asian 
country, journal entries and hun- 
dreds of letters were compiled into 
her first book, Touch the Dragon. 
Seven years later, the non-fiction 
compilation of memories, thoughts 
and vivid descriptions of the Thai 
environment won Connelly a Gov- 
ernor-General’s Award, making her 
the youngest writer to win the 
prestigious award. 

Born and raised in Calgary, Con- 
nelly, who is currently serving as 
writer in residence at the Universi- 
ty of New Brunswick, began writing 
ina disciplined manner at age 14. 
Before Connelly went to Thailand 
she had no predetermined thoughts 
of writing a book based on her 
stay, but upon her return back to 
Canada she realized the enormous 
amount of detailed journal entries 
and letters could not be ignored. 

“The book didn’t want to be 
made into a novel, the experiences 
didn’t want to be made into essays. 
It was already what it was, and it 


was a journal. I came to that real- 
ization and then I went through all 
of my writings and chose what I 
wanted to use to make a chrono- 
Jogical record of my stay there.” 

After being rejected 14 times by 
various publishers, Winnipeg’s 
Turnstone Press published the book 
as well as Connelly’s first book of 
poetry. Winning the Governor-Gen- 
eral’s Award this year was startling 
for Connelly, but considering the 
cold reception it received while 
still in its gestation period, it was 
also a pleasing victory. 

“The Governor-General’s Award 
was a great gift,” said Connelly. “It's 
an honor and it’s exciting and it's 
still very much a shock. It’s strange 
to win sucha big award so early in 
a Career.” 

Connelly’s child-like desire to 
explore Thailand intrinsically serves 
as an excellent foundation for Touch 
the Dragon. Before the reader reach- 
es the middle of the book, one 
becomes acutely aware of the set- 
ting, the characters, and the 
day-to-day happenings. What is miss- 
ing are the true “blood and guts” 
details that make a non-fiction book 
such as this worthwhile. Connelly 
hides her true feelings and personal 


sentiments behind cleverly weaved 
prose. Just as you are about to em- 
pathize with the writer, she pulls 
back from being emotionally honest 
and leaves the reader with mere 
scraps of what actually took place. 
Connelly fails to achieve the prece- 
dent of being like the very few 
gifted writers who can take the real- 
ism of non-fiction and the 
instrumentation of fiction, combine 
the two and have a “real-ly” enter- 
taining book. 

Now at age 24, Connelly is justi- 
fiably content with the happenings 
in her life. Her next non-fiction 
book will be based on her stay in 
Greece. A book of short stories and 
another book of Connelly's poetry 
is forthcoming. Not only have her 
travels helped to advance her writ- 
ing, the lessons she has learned 
throughout her journeys has made 
her more understanding of herself 
and her craft and also allows her to 
give thoughtful advice to begin- 
ning writers. 

“Do what your heart dictates. 
That's one of the things I learned 
in Thailand. Not so much to give 
into emotions, but not to be dictat- 
ed by logic and terribly rational 
reasons.”

Where’s the 
cracker? 


Festive production has lots of trimmings, but no real choreography

veryone’s had a favorite 
winter coat; old, comfy, a lit- 
tle out of style but so warm and 
inviting that you find yourself put- 
ting it on every year at the first sign 
of frost. The Nutcracker is the bal- 
let world’s old winter coat; familiar, 
dated but a perennial for every 
company with pointe shoes. Alber- 
ta Ballet presented their version of 
Clara's escapades with the Nut- 
cracker Prince at the Jubilee 
Auditorium and their Christmas 
offering had all the theatrical trim- 
mings but no real choreographic 
meat to sink one’s teeth into. 
The century old story of The 
Nutcracker has become a ballet 
tradition and a classic. While every 
choreographer adds their own twist 
and interpretation, the basic plot 
of the ballet remains fairly con- 
stant, undoubtedly due to the 
strength of Tchaikovsky’s music. 
Every bar of his music practically 
tells the dancers to “pas de bour- 
ree” here, “jeter” there and any 
radical departure from the music’s 
dance seems to stunt the choreog- 
raphy, which is precisely the 
problem with Brydon Paige’s cho- 
reography. The movement didn’t 
always “fit” the music, making many 


of the combinations seem awk- 
ward and choppy (while steps don’t 
always have to “fit” into the 
music, there is a definite need 
for a natural flow). Repetition of 
combinations and lack of ingenu- 
ity soon made the choreography 
predictable and boring. Technical- 
ly, there was little to challenge the 
dancers, leaving them like race- 
horses chomping at the bit. With 
the talent and training of the 
company, it is a shame that 
Paige’s choreography doesn’t 
give them the opportunity to 
display their abilities. 
, The large cast of children were 
well-rehearsed and danced their 
roles with confidence and charac- 
ter. Katherine Garrett’s Clara was 
spunky, graceful and charming 
and Lukian Opyr as Fritz had 
the right mix of naughtiness and 
wonderment. Unfortunately, the 
choreography had the children do 
little more than jump up and down 
and run about stage with their 
arms behind their back. 
Individual dancers stood out in 
their roles, regardless of the chore- 
ography. Isabelle Itri’s portrayal of 
the Spanish dancer was fiery and 
passionate, while Christine Kille 
displayed sharp “fouettes”. The 
Sugar Plum Fairy, as danced by 


Barbara Moore, had a regal quality 
befitting of the Queen of the Land 
of the Sweets. Overall, the compa- 
ny didn’t have any real spark, 
undoubtedly due to the lack of 
interesting dances to perform. 

The Edmonton Symphony Or- 
chestra added color, fullness and 
that rich quality only live music 
can bring. The snow storm at the 
end of Act One was impressive and 
the myriad of special effects were 
favorites with the audience. Unfor- 
tunately, the costumes and the sets, 
like the choreography, seemed 
dated and tired. 

For many people, The Nutcrack- 
eris the only time they see ballet in 
a year. Parents take the youngsters 
for a dose of culture, knowing they 
are guaranteed an evening full of 
magic, special effects and enough 
quick action to keep the little ones 
interested and amused. However, 
the choreography, sets and cos- 
tumes are in desperate need of 
an overhaul if balletomanes are 
to continue to buy tickets to 
this show. While the audience 
enjoyed the performance and 
the children were delighted by 
the magic of the theatre, the fact 
remains that the Alberta Ballet has 
too much talent to waste on this 
mediocre production. ©

Reflections on a radical cabinet minister

be ee eae 
f lan Ferguson was 
a woman, he'd be a 

lot like Judy LaMarsh; 
“short, fat, grouchy, kin- 
da rude and all that. She 
stood up for what she 
believed in.” 

“Judy LaWho?” you're 
probably asking. 

“If you're 35 or over, 
you'll know who she is,” 
says the 34-year-old 
playwright and director, 
*if you’re my age down 
to about 28, you proba- 
bly don’t. And if you’re 
any younger, you just 
don’t care.” 

The outspoken cabi- 
net minister of both the 
Pearson and Trudeau 
governments _ broke 
down a lot of barriers for the wom- 
en of today. Her aggressive manner 
got her the label of “feminist”, but 
really she was just a woman doing 
what she believed in, the only way 
she could. 

At the time, women in govern- 
ment were scarce, and were more 
likely to be secretaries than diplo- 
mats. The possibility of a female 
Prime Minister was virtually unheard 
of. Judy LaMarsh changed all that. 
She created opportunities for wom- 
en in Canada. She helped them 
believe in themselves. 

The Union Theatre production of 
Ferguson’s latest play, The Daugh- 
ters of Judy LaMarsh, wrapped up at 
The Phoenix Downtown, Dec. 12. 
LaMarsh’s role in the play is an 
important one, but rather subtle. 

A lake cabin, former teenage hang- 
out for a trio of girlfriends (Kirsten 
Van Ritzen, Julianna Barclay, Stepha- 
nie Wolfe) is now being sold. The 
three women, now 28, get together 
for one last sleep-over. The comedy 
is about disappointment, and hav- 
ing to lower your expectations, but 
in a positive - almost uplifting - way. 

Ferguson, a founding member of 
Union Theatre, has co-written (with 
Van Ritzen) and directed three one- 
woman plays. The challenge here 
was “to write for three of them.” 

“The actors in rehearsal were very 
generous in saying, ‘I wouldn't say 
this this way’ or ‘I don’t feel com- 
fortable with this’. It was really a 
workshop process. We only had 
about three weeks from the first 
time we all looked at the script to 
opening night.” 

The other challenge was person-

Somewhere in between the Baby 
Boomers and Generation X, he ex- 
plains, there is a generation without 
their own voice.

“And how many of your friends 
have even heard of Judy LaMarsh?” 

He has a point. I must admit, 
if it weren’t for Ferguson's play, 
her existence may have forever 
eluded me. 

“And now they’re calling you guys

If I've made it sound like he’s 
whining, don’t get the wrong idea. 
He just wants to show that the Mid- 
dle Child Generation does indeed 
have a voice. Union Theatre isn't the 
only group doing their own thing, 
points out Ferguson. Teatro La Quin- 
dicina, Rapid Fire Theatre, and Three 
Dead Trolls in a Baggie - to name a 
few - are all companies being run by 
the same Middle Child Generation. 

This is no coincidence. 

“When we were all starting out, 
all the big theatres were just not 
opening doors for us. We basically 
said, ‘Okay, if they're not gonna let us 
in, then let’s do what we wanna do’.” 

“People would say, ‘You can't do 
that’, or, ‘That’s impossible.’ Our 
response was, ‘So let's do it - just 
because we believe in it!” 

And they did. The Fringe Festi- 
val came along at the right time, 
due in part, perhaps, to this prev- 
alent attitude. Now, most of these 
companies are well known, and 
still growing. 

Union Theatre is still quite young 
(Well, we don’t have a real office 
yet, or a permanent space, but 
we've done 14 shows in the three 
years we’ve been together”).

(Phoenix Theatre) 

Co-directed by versatile actor 
Maralyn Ryan, Sight Unseen un- 
tangled the weaving threads that 
linked New York star painter 
Jonathan Waxman, played by Jim 
Guedo, to his past. A bitter comedy 
penned by Pulitzer Prize-nominated 
Donald Margulies, the play showed 
with ease the manipulative greed of 
what happens when one makes it big 
in the work of art commerce and 
tries to bury their past in convenient 
denial. Waxman dumped his lover 
15 years ago, played by Marina 
Stephenson Kerr, and reunites with 
her on the premise of old times, but 
really intends to take back a student 
picture painted of her years ago to 
complete a retrospective of his 
works. The play segues from past to 
present on a revolving set cleverly 
designed by Guedo, who as co-di- 
rector, set and sound designer, 
should have stayed backstage where 
his talents shine. As lead, he could 
not carry the show. Fraught with 
nervous ticks, he stood out as a male

Broad and campy, he lacked the pro- 
fundity to broaden complexities of 
the character as written. 


A Stranger to My Paris

Brahms: Symphony No. 2/ 
Tragic Overture 

(EMI Classics) 


Having long held high the banner of 
authentic performance, Roger 
Norrington edges closer to 20th century 
performance practices with his latest 
project: the symphonies of Johannes 
Brahms. Following some heralded re- 
cordings of the Beethoven symphonies, 


as well as works of Schubert and Berlioz, 
Norrington has moved to the 1870s by 
recording two of Brahms’s famous or- 
chestral works. As always, Norrington’s 
self-written liner notes provide fasci- 
nating detail as to why he presents the 
performance the way he does, and as 
always, his London Classical Players 
are superb in the execution of it. From 
there, it is a totally subjective decision 
as to whether or not you want your 
Brahms Norringtonized. In point of fact, 
this disc will not sound as unfamiliar as, 
say, the Beethoven or Schubert does. 
The biggest difference one notices is the 
smaller string section, and the more 
direct sound the strings give as the un- 
derpinning of Brahms’s lush orchestral 
feel. And as | am exposed to more and 
more of what Norrington does, | find its 
sound less strident and less calculated. 
Either I’m “getting it,” or familiarity has 
made me attuned to it. As with last 
year’s version of “Symphony No.1”, 
this disc too is a unique perspective on 
someone whose music can only benefit 
from fresher insights.

With Christmas just around the 
comer, many consumers are 
already starting to feel the tight- 
ening of the girth from 
munching out at office parties 
and kaboshing over sweets at 
friends’ houses. With the big 
dinner event still to come, sup- 
pertime found us wanting a 
fulfilling meal without any ex- 
cess stuffing. Just east of the 
railroad tracks in the heart of 
Old Strathcona is a sleepy little 
place called Furusato Japanese 
Restaurant, where the nature 
of the cuisine is meant to satis- 
fy hunger without leaving the 
table with uncomfortably full 
stomachs. 

With Japanese cuisine, more 
time is spend in preparation 
and presentation of the dish 
than the actual cooking. Steam- 
ing, simmering and deep-frying 
the foods are the norms, al- 
though the pickling of 
vegetables and seafood is also 
very common. Regardless of 
the cooking techniques em- 
ployed, the desire is to quickly 
produce a meal that is tasty and 
nutritious while being artisti- 
cally pleasing to all senses. The 
influence of being a relatively 
small collection of islands is 
highly noticeable in Japan’s 
kitchen art. Seasonal availabil- 
ity of food items are matched 
with dietary staples to create 
and enhance the savor of dish- 
es. However, these ingredients 
are combined, with an empha- 
sis on delicacy and natural 
flavor. It is proper that servings 
be small; it is better to eat a 
little of a lot than to eat a lot of 
a little. 

We started with sushi (that 
old Yuppie raw fish fad), 
which for the uninitiated few, 
is actually vinegar-laced rice 
sandwiches with assorted 
stuffings wrapped in kombu,

Japanese for dried kelp or sea- 
weed. 

The futomaki consisted of 
creamed crabmeat with cu- 
cumber, dried gourd shavings 
and slices of sweetened egg 
custard which was found in 
more generous portions on 
the tamago sushi. 

The temaki, aptly called the 
California roll, had cukes, 
advocado and crabmeat mixed 
with mayonnaise. All came 
with garnishes of wasabi , a 
bright lime green Japanese 
horseradish guaranteed to 
warrant another drink of sake 
(oriental rice wine) and gari, 
marinated fresh ginger root 
which had a mellow appeal. 

Aclear broth soup, suimono, 
light and unpretenious, dashed 
up on our own with a splash 
of soya, preceded the main 
courses. Two selections of ter- 
riyaki were presented, a 
succulent chicken dish which 
smacked of honey and a more 
tangy beef version. Both were 
served with an ample variety 
of fresh vegetables deep-fried 
in tempura batter that was airy 
and crisp without being heavy 
saturated with oil. The teppan 
shrimp had jumbo crustaceans 
cooked in butter with just 
enough hints of lemon juice 
and soya to enliven the dish. 
Most impressive about this 
dish was the taste of true but- 
ter. Usually, its subtleness is 
overrun or completely ig- 
nored. Served on the side of 
the plate was a grounded gin- 
ger sauce mixed with soya 
that took adjusting to. 

The Furusato has a modest 
decor with ethnic accents and 
an adobe fireplace left over 
from the restaurant’s original 
Mexican facade. Regardless of 
the artifacts’ authenticity, the 
food is very, very real.
